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How to Get Fire Prevention 
Equipment 


MEANS of providing fire pro- 

tection for the nation’s most 
essential resources was established 
recently by the War Production 
Board. 

Under the WPB fire protection 
policy, which is limited to fire ex- 
tinguishing equipment, protection 
will be provided only those re- 
sources assigned “A” ratings by 
the Resources Protection Board. 
Other resources will be provided 
fire protection only when specifical- 
ly approved by that Board. 

This, it was explained, should 
not be interpreted as denying 
equipment to any plant that can 
prove its urgency, but urgency 
must be established before the use 
of critical resources can be justi- 
fied. This is necessary to insure the 
best possible use of the limited 
quantity of materials and equip- 
ment which can be spared for this 
purpose. 


Fire Protection Committee 


At the same time, WPB an- 
nounced the creation of a Fire 
Protection Committee to which all 
applications for fire extinguishing 
equipment involving construction 
will be directed. This committee 
will be headed by Harlow Lewis, 
Chief of the Materials Control 
Branch of the Project Division, 
who, with the advice of the other 
members of the committee, will de- 
termine what constitutes reason- 
able fire protection. In making these 
decisions, the committee will take 
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into consideration the nature of 
construction, the occupancy, and 
exposure of the facility. 

Other members of the Fire Pro- 
tection Committee will include 
representatives of the Safety and 
Technical Equipment Division; the 
Resources Protection Board; the 
Fire Prevention Section, Internal 
Security Division; Office of Pro- 
vost Marshal General, War De- 
partment; and the Fire Prevention 
Section, Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, Navy Department. The 
staff necessary to service the com- 
mittee will be provided by the Proj- 
ect Division. 


Applications 

Only applications for equipment 
involving construction, such as 
sprinkler systems, hydrant and hose 
systems, and stand pipe systems, 
will be directed to the Fire Pro- 
tection Committee. All other pri- 
ority applications for fire extin- 
guishing equipment will be proc- 
essed by the Safety and Technical 
Equipment Division. 

The Resources Protection Board 
has delegated authority to the Fire 
Protection Committee to approve 
the installation of fire extinguish- 
ing equipment involving construc- 
tion in facilities other than those 
rated “A” by the Board, as well as 
the authority for concurrence in 
granting or denying priority as- 
sistance for the equipment. Simi- 
larly, authority was delegated to

REVENTIVE measures are a 
large part of the health and 
safety program at the American 
Welding & Manufacturing Co., 
Warren, Ohio.

Reed, Jr., Manager of Personnel 
and Safety Director at American 
Welding. Here’s how the program 
is worked out in his company. 
Registered nurses are on duty 
day and night at the plant, and 
American Welding bases its pre- 
ventive campaign on the services 
of these trained professional peo- 
ple. All cuts and bruises, however

minor, receive immediate treatment 
to prevent the development of in- 
fection or other serious results. 


Nursing Staff 

The same nursing staff keeps 
careful records of the progress of 
all injuries received within the 
plant and, in addition, follow up 
the prescribed treatment for acci- 
dents or illness occurring outside 
of working hours. In other words, 
no employee is allowed to neglect 
the recommendations of his physi- 
cian as regards the treatment of 
any illness, whatever its nature. It 
is the duty of the nursing staff to 
schedule further treatments and to 
see that the man is excused from 
work for such treatment when 
necessary. 

The nursing staff further con- 
ducts eye examinations every six 
months for all employees. These 
tests are of a nature to reveal any 
eye condition requiring treatment 
or prescription lenses.

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Physical Examination 


With the expansion of the medi- 
cal department, each employee will 
be called up once a year through 
notice to his foreman for a thor- 
ough physical examination. The 
nurses conduct examinations of 
eyes, ears, throat, feet, varicose 
veins, and blood pressure. The 
company doctor, who is always on 
call, examines for heart condition, 
hernia, and other details requiring 
a physician’s opinion. 

The use of the company’s X-ray 
machine will be used not only for 
accident cases, but is expected to 
be extended to yearly lung ex- 
aminations for tuberculosis. 

The dispensary at American 
Welding administers treatment 
within its facilities for all illness 
or injuries not requiring a doctor’s 
attention, including such activities

How Sound Equipment Can 


Contribute to Safety 


OUND equipment is an ap- 

paratus designed to reinforce 
and project the human voice be- 
yond the ability of the unaided hu- 
man voice, The same apparatus can 
be used for projecting other sounds, 
such as various types of signals, 
music, etc. 

Because of the many problems 
faced by the safety engineer re- 
quiring immediate action it is 
necessary to have some means of 
rapid, sure dissemination of in- 
struction. It is necessary that these 
messages and instructions get to 
all persons concerned, quickly and 
at the same time. The need for in- 





structions to be given during an 
emergency in order to promote co- 
ordination of efforts is evident. 
This applies to minor accidents as 
well as major disasters, 


Typical Uses 


A plant sound system is one sure 
means of rapid, efficient communi- 
cation. With it, safety instructions 
can be given. It can be used as a 
supplementary bulletin service, 
quoting and calling attention to the 
various instructions on the bulletin 
boards. Direct instructions can be 
given during an emergency, for ex- 
ample: “Attention please—Emer-

gency. The gas main has burst in 
Finished assembly, department 13. 
All persons working north of this 
department, go immediately to the 
nearest exit at the north end of the 
building, number 5. Do not light 
matches in making your way out. 
Avoid running and _ crowding. 
Safety wardens report immediately 
for further instructions.” 

Weather and traffic announce- 
ments can be given over the system. 
For example, “Attention please—A 
flash weather report has just been 
received, stating that the bridge 
over Ambers Creek on route num- 
ber 66 has been washed out, due to 
sudden cloud burst. For the safety 
of those normally using this route, 
we advise detouring over route 
number 43 to Perryville.”

rected to any one or call depart- 
ments. For example, “Attention 
please—Department 10. Safety 
goggles must be worn by all em- 
ployees of this department, effec- 
tive tomorrow morning. In case 
you are not equipped, notify your 
foreman immediately upon ringing 
in. 

“Attention please — Employees 
using time clocks. For your own 
safety and the safety of others, 
running and crowding cannot be 
permitted. Please observe this rule 
at all times. The safety patrol will 
be on duty to see that this rule is 
carried out. 


Additional Service 


Another service is the broad- 
casting of various warning signals, 
such as fire alarm, air raid alert, 
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all clear. Each of these can be a 
distinctive type of signal, designed 
to penetrate all areas and be dis- 
tinctive in character. These signals 
can be directed to any one or all 
departments. By simple switching 
arrangements these signals can 
take priority over all other types 
of services for which the system is 
put to use. 

One large company in the East, 
employing approximately 10,000 
people, is using this system in con- 
junction with voice announcements 
for blackout drills, It is their 
boast the maximum time it takes 
to completely black out the plant 
when using this system for con- 
trol, is 31 seconds. This is the 
maximum in any one department. 
The average is 20 seconds.

Another specific use in the pro- 
motion of safety is the tieing in of 
the guards and gate houses with 
the main plant system. By switch- 
ing arrangements, priority can be 
established for these guards in 
case of an emergency. A large east- 
ern shipbuilding company uses a 
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separate system connecting all of 
their guard houses together. Re- 
porting between the guards and the 
main gate house is done over this 
system and complete co-ordination 
of the entire guard system is main- 
tained at all times. 


Sound Engineering 


It is necessary that voice and 
warning signals penetrate any noise 
condition in a plant. Modern sound 
engineering makes it possible to do 
this, Intelligibility is a great factor 
also. Again modern sound engi- 
neering makes this possible. It is 
highly desirable that sound distri- 
bution throughout a plant be made 
even, such as in modern lighting, 
resulting in no individual or group 
getting too little or too much. 

Getting your man when you want 
him is one of the highly desirable 
attributes of such a system. Indi- 
viduals can be located anywhere in 
the plant. Voice gets action where 
other types of signals fail. The re- 
lief of congested telephone circuits 
through the use of such a system is 
obvious. 


Musie 

“Music while you work,” while 
an old idea, is something new to 
modern industry. Research has 
demonstrated that a distinct result 
of fatigue relief is obtained when 
music of the right type, properly 
timed, is broadcast throughout the 
plant. Safety is promoted on a 
large measure because of the re- 
duction in carelessness, due to 
fatigue and boredom. 
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HIS is the first in a series of 

articles that will be presented 
from time to time informing our 
readership of the many safety ac- 
tivities undertaken by the Navy 
Department. Under the direction 
of Mr. Edward B. Landry, the 
Navy has developed some unusual 
ideas contributing to better health 
and safety in Naval Shore Estab- 
lishments. 

Visual information material on 
safety subjects represents an im- 
portant part of their work, and the 
illustrations shown on this page 
are representative of the kind of 
thing the Navy is preparing. 

When a suggested poster is sent 
to an Establishment, care is taken 
to advise just what display tech- 
niques have been used in the poster 
so that the message can be a more 
impressive one.

Trapping Dust Electrically 


By GEORGE F. BEGOON

EW people have any concep- 

tion of the nature, volume and 
economic losses caused by atmos- 
pheric dirt, because most air 
borne particles are molecular in 
size and therefore invisible. Yet 
under normal conditions each cubic 
foot of city air may contain from 
1,000,000 to 4,000,000 foreign par- 
ticles—many of which may be 
pollen or bacteria. 

For convenience, these particles 
are measured by a minute metric 
unit known as the micron, which 
is equal to one thousandth of a 
millimeter, or 1/25,000 of an inch. 

Generally speaking, particles 
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larger than one micron tend to 
settle from the air unless it is in 
motion. Since we are interested in 
air in motion, we are concerned 
with the particles it carries, rang- 
ing from heavy industrial dusts of 
8,000 microns down to smoke parti- 
cles as small as 1/10 micron. 

A particle of tobacco smoke has 
a diameter of only 1/10 micron, or 
1/250,00 inch. Other smoke parti- 
cles, such as those that make up 
the black smokes from coal-burn- 
ing furnaces in homes and boiler 
stacks, average only 0.3 micron. 
Silica dusts and common bacteria 
are about one micron in size. 
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A 10-micron particle is about 
the smallest that can be seen with 
the naked eye. A 50 micron parti- 
cle will just pass through a 200- 
mesh screen. Now consider the 
concentration and the percentages 
of these various particles in the 
air: Studies made by the Mellon 
Institute and U. S. Department of 
Health reveal the fact that above 
our cities there floats a cloud of 
dust and smoke whose density is 
anywhere from 1 to 4 million 
particles per cubic foot, as com- 
pared with the country air content 
of about 200,000. Analysis of typi- 
cal samples of these dusts show 
that 45-47 per cent of these parti- 
cles are smoke or soot from 1/10 
to 3/10 micron in size; 40-43 per 
cent are silicious matter from 3/10 
to 1 micron in size and the remain- 
ing 15 or 20 per cent are coal dust, 
fibrous matter, and other miscel- 
laneous particles varying in size 
from one micron up. 

By far the largest percentage, 
80 to 90 per cent, of all particles 
in the air are less than one micron 
in size and unfortunately are the 
most difficult to catch, but which 
cause most of the damage. 

These particles fall on our cities 
like a ceaseless falling snow at the 
amazing rate of 1,950 tons per 
square mile per month in Pitts- 
burgh, 1,530 tons Chicago, 1,450 
tons in Baltimore and comparable 
figures in our other cities. 


Great Waste 


The downfall of this dirt is the 
source of a great waste; smoke or 
soot being greasy in nature is the 
worst offender. It blackens and 
damages wallpaper, paint, decora- 
tions, fabrics, books, records and 
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A battery of cells that remove air-borne 
dust and dirt. 


a host of valuable property. 

These are only some of the 
things that air borne dust and dirt 
in air conditioned and forced 
ventilated buildings cause in the 
way of economic loss—a toll or 
tax which will never be reduced 
until this cause is eliminated. 

This condition has been forcing 
itself more and more to the front 
until it is now admitted that no 
air conditioning system is com- 
plete without adequate means to 
clean the air as well as control 
temperature and humidity.

Worker Absenteeism 


Plant Cafeterias, Shopping Service and Other 
Facilities Help Workers and Production 


Y OPERATING its own plant 

cafeterias, serving refresher 
meals and making shopping easier 
for employees—the Otis Elevator 
Company, Aeronautical Division, 
Harrison, N.J., has improved em- 
ployee morale and health condi- 
tions, while absenteeism has de- 
creased. 

Lunch business in the neighbor- 
hood saloons has dropped consider- 
ably, absenteeism has decreased 
and health conditions improved 
since the Aeronautical Division of 
the Otis Elevator Company in Har- 
rison, N.J., took over the manage- 
ment of their two cafeterias. Now 
practically all workers eat in the 
two attractively decorated, meticu- 
lously clean cafeterias where care- 
fully planned, nutritious meals are 
served with appeal to both palate 
and_ pocket-book. Operating a 
round-the-clock schedule, the cafe- 
teria serves five meals daily and 
between meals there is a_ brisk 
carry-out business of coffee, ice 
cream, and other refreshments in 
paper containers. 


Sharp Drop in Ailments 


Mr. W. B. Edwards, manager of 
the Otis Aeronautical Division, is 
justly proud of the fact that the 
medical department has had a 
sharp drop in intestinal disturb- 
ance cases since last September 
when the management took over 
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feeding operations in the plant. 
Both Mr. Edwards and Miss 
Keenan, the cafeteria manager, be- 
lieve that little food often is more 
beneficial than much food at once, 
and encourage the practice of fre- 
quent feeding. Two mobile can- 
teens make the rounds in the plant 
several times daily, bringing snacks 
and paper cupfuls of coffee and 
other pick-ups to the workers. In 
addition, there are milk and fruit 
juice dispensing machines through- 
out the plant, also equipped with 
sanitary paper cups. 


Shoes Repaired: Haireuts at 
Plant 


Reduction of absenteeism in the 
Otis plant, partially due to the 
company’s nutrition policy and 
sanitary handling of feeding opera- 
tions, has also been brought about 
by the saving of long hours of 
shopping in the well-stocked gro- 
cery store operated for the work- 
er’s benefit within the plant. Once 
a week a nearby department store 
sets up shop in the cafeteria, sell- 
ing and taking orders for its full 
line of merchandise. There is a 
shoe repair shop in the plant and 
also a barber shop where employees 
may have haircuts on company 
time. Even a second-class post office 
is provided for the workers where 
money-orders, stamps and war 
bonds are sold.

The defendant was not insured 
under the compensation law. 

The plaintiff was employed on the 
day of the accident to do general 
work. The accident took place at 4:00 
P.M. when a tire came off a pile of 
tires and injured him. The pile of 
tires was about 7 ft. high, loosely 
piled, irregular and overlapping most 
of the time. At the time of the acci- 
dent the pile was about 4 feet high as 
testified to by the plaintiff. The tires 
were piled against the wall for sup- 
port. The evidence showed that the 
tires were piled in the same manner 
as other stores and the president of 
the company stated that in his fifteen 
years of experience, he never saw a 
tire fall off the pile, where they were 
overlapped and piled unevenly, but 
that the whole pile would fall if such 
was the case and that no tires were 
added to the pile that day, contrary to 
plaintiff’s testimony. 

The defendent owed to the plaintiff 
the duty, breach of which would con- 
stitute negligence, to use reasonable 
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care to provide the plaintiff with a 
safe place in which to work. But this 
did not extend to changing condi- 
tions with respect to safety that were 
obvious to the employee when he en- 
tered employment. 

Where condition of the premises, 
equipment or methods of operation at 
employers place of business, were ob- 
vious to employee when he entered 
employment employee “Assumes the 
risk” and employer who was not in- 
sured under the compensation act was 
not liable for injuries sustained 
where a tire falling off the pile struck 
the employee, where the risk of 
danger from somewhat higher piles 
was ordinarily incident to the continu- 
ance of such obvious conditions. The 
court found no negligence on the part 
of the defendant and therefore denied 
recovery.

Accident Suffered While En Route 
to Work not Compensable 


® Plaintiff entered employment of 

defendant in 1921 as an “oil man.” 
His agreed pay was 40¢ an hour and 
“transportation back and forth to 
work.” Transportation was furnished 
him by the medium of books of 
passes, good day or night, on any 
line of the defendant and was not lim- 
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ited to use only to and from his work. 
Plaintiff had a fixed place of employ- 
ment and fixed hours, although in 
an emergency he might be called to 
service out of his hours and at places 
other than where he normally worked. 
On February 10, 1939, his usual place 
of employment then was and had been 
for some time past at the company 
property. On that morning plaintiff 
left his home to go to work, he 
walked two blocks from his home 
and he took a passenger bus owned 
by defendant. After alighting from 


the bus he walked some 300 feet when 
he was struck by a car and received 
serious personal injuries. 

Plaintiff sought recovery on the 
ground that he suffered an accident 
and was injured while going to his 
work, on the theory that the acci- 
dent arose out of and in course of 
employment. He had the right to use, 
but was not required to use company 
transportation facilities so far as 
available to his transportation needs. 
On the morning in question he had 
used these facilities. At the time of

Welding Fume Sampler Made 
from Tire Pump 


A recent Shipyard Health and 
Safety Bulletin, issued by the U. S. 
Maritime Commission, Division of 
Shipyard Labor Relations, includes 
a diagram and description of an in- 
expensive apparatus for use in test- 
ing air laden with fumes. 

The air sampler is made from 
an inexpensive tire pump modified 
to draw air through a disc of filter 
paper. The pump suggested is a 
Sears Roebuck model “Windjam- 
mer” with a barrel six inches long 
and three inches wide, the piston 
having a single action leather gas- 
ket. One shipyard has completely 
machined its own pump. The filter 
paper is held between the rubber 
gaskets of the telescoping head sec- 
tion. 

In making the test the handle of 
the pump is pulled out to draw the 
fume-laden air through the paper 
discs. The fumes are filtered out, 
leaving a stain on the paper. The 
intensity of this stain is then 
matched against standards. Accu- 
rate determinations, with the aid 
of a set of standards, can be made 
in the range of from zero to five 
times the recommended maximum 
fume level. A good estimation of 
fume conditions can be made with- 
out standards by assuming that, for 
one stroke, a stain that is barely 
visible represents thirty milligrams,

transporting, and using anhydrous hydrofluoric acid and aqueous 
solutions of hydrofluoric acid. Hydrofluoric acid is used in etching glass, 
manufacture of fluorides, pickling of metals, manufacture of ceramics, 
processing of textiles, and as a catalyst in oil refining. 

The burn from the aqueous solution of hydrofluoric acid may not be 
felt until an hour or more after exposure, but the burn from anhydrous 
hydrofluoric acid is felt immediately. The length of time elapsing after 
exposure, before the burn is felt, depends upon the concentration of the 
acid. If the exposure is for a short time, a minute or so, to a low con- 
centration, or momentarily to a high concentration, a blanched white 
slightly edematous macerated appearing area of skin is seen. If the ex- 
posure is for a long period to a low concentration or for a minute or so to 
a high concentration, the skin appears red and turns to a greyish purple 
with considerable edema and tension. 

Burns from hydrofluoric acid may be placed into three classes: 

(1) Those resulting from concentrations up to 20 per cent which mani- 
fest themselves several hours after exposure by a deep seated reaction. 

(2) Those from concentrations of approximately 20 to 50 per cent in 
which the latent period is shorter. 

(3) Those from concentrations of approximately 60 per cent to an- 
hydrous hydrofluoric acid in which the burn is felt shortly after or im- 
mediately upon exposure. 







First aid 

Workers who have had hydrofluoric acid in contact with the skin should 
immediately step under a drenching shower and immediately remove all 
the clothes, and then receive medical attention as quickly as possible. If 
the eye is affected it should be copiously flushed with water as soon as 
possible. If it is anticipated that 20 minutes or longer will elapse before 
medical attention is received, then apply to the burned area a wet dress- 
ing consisting of 20 per cent magnesium oxide in glycerin or a magnesium 
oxide-sulfate paste. 


General treatment 


If it is known that the acid only touched a localized site, such as the 
hand or arm, it should be immersed in running water for three to four 
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hours, the triple dyes applied and over this a dressing with magnesium 
oxide paste. 

Calcium gluconate 10 per cent should be injected as soon as possible 
into, under, and around the burn to prevent spreading and to relieve pain. 

The periphery and base of small ulcers should be injected with the 
gluconate solution and the base curetted and treated with the triple dyes. 

If the nails are painful, swollen and discolored, a local anesthetic should 
be injected at a considerable distance from the inflamed area and the 
nail opened down to the matrix. This relieves the pressure and pain. A 
portion of the nail is cut away, calcium gluconate injected into the matrix, 
the triple dye applied, and the part dressed with the magnesium oxide paste 
dressing. 

Nasal ulceration should be treated by gently wiping away the crusts 
and generally keeping the nasal mucosa clean. It can be prevented or kept 
from progressing by proper exhaust vents over operations, by wearing 
suitable respirators, and by the insertion of petroleum jelly into the nose. 

If the eye is burned, it should be washed every five minutes with 
physiologic saline solution until the physician arrives. Severe pain may 
be alleviated by instilling a drop of local anesthetic into the eye (avoid 
cocaine if possible). If the cornea is also affected and there is photo- 
phobia a drop of a 1 per cent solution of atropine may also be instilled. 
It is advisable to put an occlusion dressing over the eye which may be 
removed later on and followed by dark glasses. 

Workers handling hydrofluoric acid should be provided with necessary 
safety appliances including long heavy neoprene gloves which should be 
washed daily inside and out with water and allowed to dry in the air. 

Workers should be educated as to the hazards of hydrofluoric acid and 
the necessity of prompt medical attention to burns from it because prompt 
attention markedly reduces the severity of burns from hydrofluoric acid.

Investigations by scientists and

An effective method of remoy- 
ing the very fine particles from 
the air stream is_ electrostatic 
precipitation, the principles of 
which have been known for many 
years and applied successfully in 
such applications as boiler stacks, 
smelters, and cement mills. 


How the Precipitron Works 


Essentially, the ionizing element 
of the electric precipitator made 
by Westinghouse is a screen of 
electrons and ions through which 
the particle passes and picks up an 
electrostatic charge which is car- 
ried on through until it comes un- 
der the influence of the collector 
plate electrode of opposite polarity 
and is drawn out of the air stream 
to it. 

The cell is the actual apparatus 
by which air-borne dust and dirt 
are refnoved and consists of an 
ionizing chamber and a collecting 


| section. The ionizing chamber is 
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made up of 3 relatively large 
parallel electrodes which are at 
ground potential, and suspended 
mid way between each pair of 
these electrodes and parallel to 
them are 2 fine wires at high po- 
tential. The supporting structure 
for these high voltage wires is 
mounted on the removable elec- 
trode and insulated from it by wet- 
process insulators. The cell cases 
have protective-coated steel side 
walls, and the collecting section is 
made up of a series of parallel 
steel plates held by accurately ma- 
chined slots in supporting bars to 
assure uniform 5/16-inch spacing. 
This entire high-voltage assembly 
is supported on steel brackets and 
insulated from ground by four wet- 


process porcelain insulators. These 
cells are made in two capacities, 
750 cubic feet per minute or 375 
cubic feet per minute for flexibility 
in meeting various duct sizes. 
These two sizes are 18 inches high 
or 36 inches high. At these ratings 
a blackness test efficiency of 85 per 
cent is guaranteed. These same 
two cells when rated at 300 and 
600 CFM respectively have an effi- 
ciency guarantee of 90 per cent. 

In order to get the proper ion- 
izing and collector plate voltages 
1 “power pack” is used. It consists 
of a transformer, rectifier tubes, 
a capacitor, an indicating system 
and a cabinet to house the parts. 
It employs a modified voltage- 
doubling circuit to supply direct

current at 13,000 volts for ionizing 
and 6,000 volts for the collector 
plates and operates on any 115- 
volt, single-phase, 60-cycle a-c 
system. These power packs are 
built in two capacities. The type 
“S” will handle from 1 to 15 of 
the 36-inch cells and the type “L” 
will handle from 15 to 50 of the 
36-inch cells. 


Other Features 


In addition to the magnetic leak- 
age self-protecting feature incor- 
porated in the transformer, a sen- 
tinel breaker is provided in the 
primary circuit which will operate 
on a sustained short circuit. The 
rectifier tubes are high-vacuum 
half-wave tubes which change the 
a-c secondary voltage into pulsat- 
ing d-c voltage. This pulsating di- 
rect current is then smoothed out 
by using an Inerteen-impregnated 
capacitor. These tubes were espe- 
cially designed for this application. 

The parts are enclosed in a 
sheet-steel cabinet, the door of 
which operates a safety switch in 
the primary circuit and the door is 
locked by a long thumb screw 
which also acts as a suitable time 
delay feature. That is, the door 
cannot be opened before the volt- 
age is reduced to a safe value. The 
input is approximately 110 watts 
for the type “S” and 380 watts for 
the type “L” at full load. 

Cells usually are installed at an 
angle of 8 degrees from the hori- 
zontal to facilitate drainage after 
washing. Bed plates are furnished 
for this purpose to support the 
bottom tier of cells. 

The power pack may be located 
either on the side of the duct or a 
short distance away. When this 
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location is decided the contractor 
proceeds with the wiring. 

The 13,000-volt lead terminates 
on the dirty air side of the cell at 
the first ionizer high voltage bar 
connection point; all other ionizing 
units are then connected by means 
of simple jumpers. 

The 6,000-volt lead terminates 
on the clean air side of the cell at 
the first connection point, all other 
cells are then connected by means 
of cell connector straps or jump- 
ers. The system must also be 
grounded. All door switches con- 
trolling the power input to the 
power pack are in series. 

This type of electric precipita- 
tion is now being used in com- 
mercial establishments and _ in 
many industries—textile, steel, 
communications, ceramics, aircraft 
engine and a host of others—not 
only to improve products and re- 
duce maintenance expense, but also 
to combat treacherous health haz- 
ards,
